Lovell, of the Ethyl Corp., Detroit, 
asserted that super-fuel for the 
extra-powerful automobile engine 
can be made by adding a tea- 
spoonful of an anti-knock chemi- 
cal to a gallon of good gasoline. 

Anti-knock chemicals save 
more than 50,000,000 barrels of 
gasoline a year, the scientists re- 
ported, adding: 

The extensive use of anti-knock 
compounds in gasoline has helped 
make possible present automotive 
engines boasting compression ra- 
tios of 7-to-1 and higher as com- 
pared with S-to-1 less than 20 
years ago. As the compression 
ratio of an engine increases, so 
too does its efficiency—and with- 
out burning any additional fuel. 
But compression ratios cannot be 
advanced at will by automotive 
engine designers. Knockless fuels 
must be available to permit their 
operation.

SACRAMENTO, Calif., Sept. 7 
(AP)—The California National 
Guard must continue segregation 
of white and Negro troops or lose 
federal appropriations, Attorney 
General Fred N. Howser ruled 
yesterday.

“The authorized federal authori- 
ties, having adopted a policy of 
segregation of whites and Negroes 
at the company level, such organ- 
ization policy must be followed by 
the State.

Today, most hospitals are eontrolied 
by rules made by the A. M. A., the univer- 
sities and the Ameriean Hospital Associ- 
ation. They are and har- 
assed to the extent that they no longer 
can meet the needs of the community. 
They must accept a medical school 
staft. And few patients are eccepted 
@xeept through a staff member. The 
general practitioner or family doctor is 
gut in the cold. Such a man, despite a 
Wealth of KnoOWledge and experience, is 
not welcomed in these hospitals. 


It is hard for a poor boy to get into 
the medical sthools, And they turn out 
for the most part * specialists Who 
remain in the cities. Communities such 
as Kingston, only a few miles from St. 
Louis, are begging for doctors. Few 
specialists make calls. They always say, 
“Gall. your family doctor.” Since he is

might be. . 

Mr. Truman did not address himself to the 
people at a whole. What is worse, he depicted 
the election almost in terms of class struggle. 
He descended perilously close to demagogy, as 
in his question: “Do you want to carry the Taft- 
Hartley law to its full implication and totally 
enslave the working man, white-collar and union 
man aliké?” That's buncombe, and the Presi- 
dent knows it. 

It was, of course, perfectly legitimate for Mr. 
Truman to remind his audiences that organized 
labor’s greatest period of power and expansion 
has ¢ome under Democratic Administrations in 
the last 15 years. But it is absurd to intimate 
thet all the gains of that period will be wiped 
out unless the Democrats are returned to power. 

In his appeal for labor support, Mr. Truman 
makes much of the fact that he vetoed the Taft- 
Hartley law. But he does not say that the law 
was passed with the aid of his own party. A 
majority of the Democrats in the lower House 
voted for the law, first when it was originally 
passed and, second, When Mr. Truman’s veto was 
overridden. In the Senate, on the first ballot, 
the Democratic Senators divided 21-t0-21. The 
Democratic, Senators voted to sustain the veto 
by the narrow margin of 22-to-20. 

The President ignores the fact that the Taft- 
Hartley law, despite some pretty obvious imper- 
fections, has worked well and has contributed 
much to the avoidance of damaging strikes. Nor 
does he say that the Democratic platform, while 
calling for the repéal of the law, acknowledges 
that comprehensive legislation would be needed 

to take its place... 

Mr. Truman boasted yesterday of the high 
level of employment and the spectacular rise in 
hourly wages. But post-war inflation has op- 
erated to cancel out much of those gains. Mr. 
Truman ean properly criticize the Republicans, 
as he did, for failing to take courageous action 
with regard to inflation, but he bears a share 
of the responsibility. It was Mr. Truman him- 
self who tilted the lid on this Pandora's box 
when he lifted wage controls shortly after the 
war ended. 

This newspaper has strongly upheld Mr. Tru- 
man's opposition to tax cuts and has applauded 
his three vetoes of such measures. But, again, 
as in the case of the Taft-Hartley law, tax re- 
duction is not the exclusive act of the Republi- 
cans. The Democrats in Congress stampetied to 
join them. Moreover, organized labor, as well 
as the plutocrats, received whatever dubious 
benefit the reduction achieved. 

Mr. Truman warned against boom and bust, 
Hut he did so in such Cassandra-like terms as to 
incite panic, rather than to give a reasoned and 
documented analysis of the present unwhole- 
some prosperity and to suggest the steps that 
can be taken to avoid another economic collapse. 
His appeal to fear can be likened to Hallowe’en 
anties rather than to the statesmanlike approach 
expected of a President. 

It is possible to agree with many of the Pres- 
ident’s statements of yesterday and yet to de- 
plore his manner and his supéfficiality. There 
was hardly a line in his speeches: that struck a 
lofty note or that appeared to proceed from 
breadth and depth of thought and feeling. One 
of the greatest obstacles Mr. Truman is going 
to have to overcome, if he is successful in No- 
vember, is the widespread belief that he lacks 
the stature to sit in the White House. ;

M against fried foods. They be- 
lieve them to be indigestible 
and too high in calories to be safe 
for the diet. Doubtless this idea 
originated before we had ther- 
mometers and could accurately de- 
termine the temperatures of the 
fat in which foods were fried. 
When thermometers are not used, 
there is a tendency to fry foods 
higher than 375 degrees Fahren- 
heit which is a good frying 
temperature. When fat is heated 
as high as 400 degrees Fahrenheit 
or more, it breaks down suddenly 
to produce acrolein. 
This substance not only irritates 
the eyes, but foods that are coated 


with overheated fat also irritate | 


the stomach. Another objection 
to frying food at too high a tem- 
perature is that the fat left is 


unfit to use in future fryings, This

South started with one club for 
several reasons: he was not justi- 
fied in opening the bidding with 
any two-bid, yet he had a very 
high honor-trick count; oné club 
would make it easy for partner to 
respond; and finally, by bidding 
the suit in which he had no pro- 
tection, South might be able to 
stave off that lead, at least for 
a while. 

He was fortunate in finding 
West, the opening leader, with a 
perfectly natural heart lead 
against no-trump. South won the 
first trick with the ace of hearts 
and tried out the spade suit, cash- 
ing the three tops. The break gave 
him four tricks in spades, which 
meant that he could count eight 
tricks in top cards. The ninth 
trick might easily be developed in 
diamonds—or the club king might 
be right. 

South led low to the diamond 
king and took the finesse to his 
own jack. 

That was his finish! West, in 
with the diamond queen, unhesi- 
tatingly .shifted to the club ten. 
(His partner had played the heart 
deuce on the first trick and had 
discarded the heart three, so was 
obviously not interested in hearts.) 
Down two! 

It was not bright of South to 
permit a club shift through dum- 
my’s king! He should have led 
the diamond jack from his own 
hand and passed it (unless West 
covered), or should have led the 
diamond eight and passed that, 
with the intention of later finess- 
ing again through West.
